Secondly, J anſwere that this rays 


ling treatiſe of this Apolfata,franſlated 
and intituled by yon, A diſcouery of Ie- 
ſuites ; hath noe foundation at al in if, 
but only a lewd foliſh applying of eue⸗ 
ry god thing in that religion, to ſomg 
med by his owne imagination withon

By which kinde of argument, it is ea-

Thirdly and laſtely J anſwere to this
